— Hats are 
falling Into the ring for President 
Coolidge’s job so fast that politicians 
here are amazed.

Charles G. Dawes, Senator Jim Wat­ 
son, leader of the Indiana republi­ 
can organization, and former Gover­ 
nor Frank O. Lowden of Illinois have 
made recent gestures indicating they 
would not refuse the 1928 republi­ 
can presidential nomination. 
With the next republican conven­ 
tion about two years off and no word 
from the White House as to whether 
Mr. Coolidge will seek another term, 
unusual significance is being attach­ 
ed to recent developments. 
Besides the four mentioned a dozen 
others are in the background, led by 
Speaker Nick Longworth of 
Ohio, 
Secretary of Commerce 
Hoover 
of 
California and Senator 
Wadsworth 
of New York, wet. 
While anything may 
happen 
in 
two years to boost or kill the chances 
of the leading quartet, here is the 
situation as interpreted by politicians 
here:

Borah>#Jfclis Baltimore speech gain­ 
ed him welcome leadership of dry 
republicans 
in 
congress 
as 
their 
prospective candidate. His boom was 
first launched in hiB home state of 
Idaho, after his fight 
against 
the 
World couft in the senateThis spring. 
Further impetus was given 
to 
th# 
movement in Illinois, when he aided 
the anti-world court 
campaign of 
Colonel Frank Smith in his success­ 
ful primary fight 
against 
Senator 
William B. McKinley for the repub­ 
lican senatorial nomination.' He has 
been as close to President Coolidge 
as others in congress. 
He declined 
the vice presidency as Mr. Coolidge’# 
running mate in 1924. 
He appar 
en fly has no political organization 
as yet, but the drys could make one 
for him. 
Borah is regarded as a liberal and 
staunch advocate of 
far 
reaching 
farm relief. 
He has come into con­ 
flict with the administration repeat­ 
edly upon foreign policy. 
Dawes— His championship of revi­ 
sion of senate rules in his inaugural 
speech 
and 
subsequent 
campaign 
were hailed as a forecast 
that 
he 
would enter the 1928 ring. 
But his 
candidacy has been given a recent 
spurt because of an announcement 
that he believed the ’‘equalization 
fee” system of stabilizing farm prices 
is economically sound, although that 
view is directly opposed to the view 
of the president. 
He made a national 
rules 
cam­ 
paign last summer and will continue 
his speaking tour this summer. 
He 
is a good friend of Lowden and might 
withdraw if Lowden ran. 
Lowden— First of opponents of the 
president to bob up after a speaking 
tour last winter in which he opposed 
the president’s farm 
relief 
stand. 
Word from the mid-west has given 
politicians here the firm impression 
that he is probably 
the 
strongest 
candidate in the corn 
and 
wheat 
belts. 
He turned down the 
republican 
vice presidential nomination in 1924 
after it was given him. 
He has the 
ground work laid for a big organiza­ 
tion. 
He is a dirt farmer and has been 
making speeches for several months 
throughout the country on farm re­ 
lief legislation. 
Watson— He apparently dominates 
the republican organization in Indi­ 
ana as manifest by his overwhelm­ 
ing victory in the recent senatorial 
primary. * 
Always previously a supporter of 
The president in everything, he came 
out publicly last week in favor of 
the equalization fee farm provision, 
opposed by the president.

The greater part of the deaths 
was In the Mungdaw township, 
where a tidal wave swept up the 
Naaf river for many miles. 
The seene there today Is one of 
utmost desolation, with dead cat­ 
tle floating on the waters and 
ruined homes on the banks of the 
stream.

Apparently the chickens also were 
given an anaesthetic and carried a 
block or two away to a wailing ve­ 
hicle.

Minneapolis, June 2.-—(UP)— Ten

Succeed in endowment campaign*! 
for four Lutheran colleges, need tor 
greater attention to borne missions 
and existence .of serious problems in 
foregn fields were reported by 
Dr. 
Aasgaard in his report. 
The campaigns for added endow­ 
ments were conducted by St. 
Olaf, 
Luther, Concordia and 
Augustana 
colleges. 
Final reports are to be 
made at later sessions. 
“There is probably no department 
of the church that needs more at­ 
tention at present than the work of 
home missions,” Dr. Aasgaard said. 
“ lf our church is to grow, we must 
be kindled with zeal to bring Christ 
to the people in our own homeland. 
“Startling figures make us realize 
that tire church is not holding its 
own witli the Increase in population. 
If our support of home missions de­ 
creases, it will 
eventually 
break 
down other activities of tire church.” 
Civil war in China, Dr. Aasgaard 
said, has caused “great 
suffering” 
and placed missionaries and 
their 
families 
In 
“constant 
danger 
of 
death.” 
“In China, great 
problems 
are 
pressing for solution,” he continued. 
“The rising spirit of nationalism de­ 
mands recognition of China to a far 
greater degree than hep present ar­ 
rangements without countries 
per­ 
mit. 
Tile proposer! regulation 
of 
schools conducted by foreigners d e ­ 
mands among other tilings the abol­ 
ishing of compulsory religious train­ 
ing In the curriculum and eventual 
control by Chinese of the adminis­ 
tration of such institutions.’’

death of Daniel Nielsen, pioneer mis­ 
sionary in China, who left his Iowa 
farm to enter th** work.

PAYMENTS BEGIN WITH $3,000,- 
000 ANNUALLY, INCREAS­ 
ING GRADUALLY 
Washington, June 2.—(UP)— The 
$4,025,000,000 war debt settlement 
with France was ratified today by 
the house. 
It now goes to the sen­ 
ate where It faces a hard battle. 
The settlement proposes funding 
of the debt over a Cl years period. 
Payments begin with $3,000,000 an­ 
nually for the first two years and 
gradually increases thereafter. 
The vote was 236 to 111 for rati­ 
fication. 
One member voted present. 


HAS HOPE FOR 
FARM LEGISLATION 
AT THIS SESSION 


Des Moines, la., June 2.— (UP) — 
That there is still a chance for farm 
legislation at tire present session of 
congress was the sentiment express­ 
ed by Frank O. Lowden, former gov­ 
ernor of Illinois and president of the 
ilolstein-Friesian association of Am­ 
erica, presiding at the national con­ 
ventioneer the association in session 
here. 
“ But I can tell you nothing of 
what may be done for the farmer at 
this session, for I have not beeu in 
Washington 
recently,” 
he 
s a i d . 
“There's no need for me to say any­ 
thing on tho subject of farm relief 
to the people of Iowa. 
They already 
know how I feel about it.” 
Feeding of the surplus corn crop 
of the middle west will not entirely 
solV(, tilt' present, problem of farm­ 
ers, Lowden declared. 
“It would he foolish to advocate 
the production of more milk than 
we 
could 
market 
profitably. 
We 
must get at the fundamental prob­ 
lems of agriculture and the shifting 
of a sui plus of one comodity to an­ 
other will not clo this,'’ he said.

your hair beautiful — for 
the old adage about a wom an s 
hair being her crow ning glory is as 
true today as of yore. 
To do this, 
how ever, it is not only necessary 
to nourish and care for the hair, 
but also to correct and neutralize 
a diseased condition— the presence 
of gray, faded and streake d strands. 
M edical science considers gray hair 
u. disease, calling it "canities.” 
Hair, as seen under the m icro­ 
scope (F igu re I) is a long slender 
stem with a lustrous covering. 
The 
num ber of individual hairs in a sin ­ 
gle scalp is approxim ately 120,000. 
but the num ber, size and length of 
the hair differs greatly w ith ind i­ 
viduals. The norm al rate of growth 
is about a half inch a m onth and 
there is m ore rapid grow th in the 
sum m er than winter. 
E very hair has essentially the 
sam e structure. 
U nderneath the 
covering there is a layer of fibres. 
In these fibres nature puts its color. 
Thus, the natural color of hair, as 
it a p p e a r s to us, is color seen 
through the lustrous, almost, trans­ 
parent covering of hair. 
The color 
is due to tiny granules of pigm ent 
and the exact shade of hair Is in ­ 
fluenced by tho num ber of these 
granules. 
W hen hair turns gray It sim ply 
m eans that nature no longer sup ­ 
plies color to the inner layer of 
fibres. 
The natural color of the 
inner hair substance is grayish and 
it is seen t h r o u g h the lustrous 
translucent covering of the !>iir. 
It is im possible to duplicate the 
natural color of hair by applying 


dye on the outside surface. 
This la 
m erely painting over which ac tu a l­ 
ly hides the n atu ral lustrous shell 
of the hair. 
However, this is ex­ 
actly w hat the old-fashioned dyes 
and restorers did, giving the hair 
a garish appearance. 
It proved un­ 
satisfactory. for it m ade a hard, 
fiat and palpably artificial effect. 
Science com es to the front, solv­ 
ing the problem w ith a synthetic 
dye which colors h air inside as 
nature docs. 
The color pigm ent 
goes inside the hair, placing tho 
color under the lustrous surface Iii 
the inner fibres. Through this tre a t­ 
m ent tho hair once ugnin assum es 
a clear, lustrous sheen w hich de­ 
fies detection. 
This Is brought out in the dia­ 
gram , 
which illustrates a cross­ 
section of a h air as seen under a 
m icroscope. 
Figure II shows how 
n atu re distributes the color through 
the layers of fibres beneath the 
outer covering. 
Figure III. a gray 
hair, show ing th a t the color Is gone 
from the layer of fibres underneath 
the outer covering. 
F igure IV, a 
gray hair as colored by a coating 
dye, illustrating the cru st around 
the outside. 
Figure V, a h air re­ 
colored by the synthetic dye, indi­ 
cating th a t color is again in tho 
layer of fibres underneath the outer 
coating, exactly as in Figure II of 
natu ral colored hair. 
Toe m uch care cannot be taken 
in the selection of h air dye. 
p a r­ 
ticular caution should bo taken to 
see th a t the dye restores the color 
lr. the fibres of the h air and not 
m erely coats the outer shell.
